ENTHUSIASM 
KEYNOTE OF 
BIG CAUCUS 

Opposition Policy Given to 
Supporters 

RATIONAL PARTY 

Eloquent Oratory is Heard 
by Large Gathering 

That the Reform party really need- 
ed reform and that the Opposition 
would do that reforming/, was one of 
many enthusiastic resolutions made 
at a. spectacular rally of the opposit- 
ion, held yesterday afternoon in the 
Union Lounge Room when many 
noted McGill statesman presented a 
platform 0 f safe and sane govern- 
ment with equal rights for all . and 
special privileges for none amid the 
hearty applause of the assembly. 

"We are not resorting to soap box 
oratory - ." declared the Right Honour- 
able »er : Wells leader of the , Op- 
pos tion in outlining the reasons for 
the calling of the caucus. He further 
said "What we want to do is clearly 
state our policy so that all who would 
s:-, on our aide might know what we 
stand for and. thai what we want is 
a sane party, which 1 am certain we 
have." 

One of the first things accom- 
plished at the rally was the nam- 
ing of the party. At the suggestion 
of the Hon. J. Specter it was un- 
animously decided to adopt the name 
of the- Rational party. 

In an eloquent outline of the ac- 
complishments or the nationals in 
Western Canada, wfere the loader 
and several of his followers made an 
extensive tour among the farming 
classes and invest sated condition." 
throughout the Hon. I. Spector, an 
well as the Hon. Kersey told of the 
straightened conditions among the 
western people. The Hon. .1. Spector 
made this statement, "At one place 
we were waited on by a delegation of 
farmers led by Aloys'us 'J'. Corncob 
president of the Farmers' League. He 
l"udly praised our efforts in the 
interest of the Dominion slat ng 
that had the government undertaken 
a trip like ours it wvuid have surely 
CONK WEST." 

What lie called the cowardly 
method of the Government in delay- 
ing the announcement of the text of 
the bill, was severely attacked by the 
Hon Mr. Kolloway, who mom vehe- 
mently denounced the vacillating 
tricks of the party in power. At the 
conclue or. of the address a keen 
analysis of the bill as it would pro- 
bably he submitted, no exact text be- 
ing available, wajt made. 

After much serious discussion the 
Rt. Hon Bert Wells submitted to the 
supporter» some of the ideals thai the 
Rational parly stands for. 1" bref 
they were as follows: — 

1— An embargo to be placed on the 
exportation of pulp and paper. 

t — A protest to he made to the 
United .States on (heir draining of 
water from Lake Michigan at the ex- 
pense of the St Lawrence river. 

8— Subsldl.es for McGill students 
and not for capitalists. Other details 
were also submitted, Wells stating

PHYSICAL SOCIETY 
WILL HEAR DR. EVE 

Interesting Programme Ar- 
ranged for Friday 
Afternoon 

The Physical Society will begin 
activities for this session on Friday 
at 5 p.m. when .Dr. A. S. Eve, F.R.S., 
will speak on "The Toronto Meeting 
of the British Association — Xotes and 
Fxporimonts ' He will demonstrate 
some of the experiments shown iu 
Toronto by the Norwegiali physicist, 
Dr. HJcrknes, who has done oxtenslva 
work on thc forces acting upon, and 
employed In lifting aeroplanes. 

He shows that the theory which 
explains the mol Ion of a golf ball upon 
which a spin hits boon put, can bo 
applied lo a. spinning cylinder; while 
the experiments Illustrating Hie re- 
sulting motion lyljl be nf great In- 
terest. 

Itofnrenco will be made In .some of 
the oiilslandlng papers delivered by 
Professor W. I.. Hragg, op the re- 
cent, work on crystal analysis with 
X-rays; by Sir U. Itiilhorl'ord on his 
ilivoHllgatlniiH lain al.oiiilc siuclnre; 
by Professor S. C. McLennan on spec- 
troscopic Invest lgn!i Ion under low 
l eut pern I ure conditions and lllo pro- 
duction of |h|iild helium; and also 
by others who reported advances l,i 
various branches nf physics.

COAL BONUS 

Second Session at 8.30 P.M. 
in Union 



FEELING RUNS HIGH 

Ministers of Mines and Fish- 
erics, and of Interior 
Were East 



Tonight, the second sosaion of Mock 
Parliament In the ball room of ulie 
Union and the third reading of the 
Coal RontiH lllll will be given. The text 
of illin Hill is that this government do 
hereby enact that, beginning Oct 1 
I9M to Oct. I III1I4, a bonus of one 
dollar and 1 fifty cents per ton be given 
lo coal mined in Nova Scotia and from 
Oct. 1 1334 to Out. 1 1944 a bonuH of 
one dollar ($100) a ton be given. 

The debate on the bill will probably 
begin a.bouL 8.30 p.m. and judging 
from the small talk of une big guns of 
the Opposition they will endeavor to 
force a. division of the bouse. The act- 
ing Prime Minister Hon. Art Lloyd, 
when interviewed, stated that he was 
well aware of wihnt the Opposition In- 
tended to do and that ho was sure that 
the division would result in a large ma- 
jority for the government. Thc bill 
tonight will be introduced by Hon. 
Ciordle Nairn. Minister of Mines and 
Fisheries and ho will be supported by 
lion. Hob rortune, Minister of Inter- 
ior and Hon. Janes. Minister of Militia 
Hon. 11. V. Fortune, when Interview- 
ed at the Daily office, regarding a 
campaign from which he has just re- 
turned stated that a wave of approval 
in favour of the government seemed to 
be sweeping the country. Hon. Ooitfio 
Nairn, after interviewing the opera- 
tors and mines concerned, stated that 
Novh Scotia Is preparing to celebrate 
the passing of this bill with great re- 
joicing. 

H Is said that the state of depression 
which has prevailed with the fear 
many thousands of wage earners be- 
ing trown out of work was being dls- 
peled. coincident with the active inter- 
cut i he government is taking in their 
affairs. The people greatly appreciate 
this earnest attempt to pass législation 
in the interests of Canadian Industry 
The chief whip states that all thc mem- 
bers will b 0 i h Uiolr places when the 
division takes place tonight and is 
looking for a government majority of 
t evenly or more.

COLLEGE PUBLICATION 
FAVOURSTEMPERANCE 

An editorial hoadcd'Toloriillon and 
Drunkenness" published In tho "Ml. 
clllgan Dally" follows: 

Coincident with tho nppoal of ropro- 
sontntlve organizations at Michigan 
and Illinois for tmnporalto conduct 
on tho part Vf students at tho dedica- 
tion game Saturday, conius a tooling 
akin to shame that such acllon should 
bo necessary. It remains lo bo soon 
what effect tho movement for a "dry 
homecoming" will have, hut ovon If 
it. succods entirely, which Is doubtful, 
tho fact that It has proved necessary 
to urgo supposedly lnlol|lgon! students 
lo romain sober while attending a 
football game Is u roflocUon on Amer- 
ican universities. 

It should be made oloar at unco that 
Michigan and Illinois aro no worso 
tli*.i an hundred other Institutions 
or the country when oxcosslvo drink- 
ing I» concerned, indeed It would 
seem thai, lu those schools I ho situa- 
tion Is not entirely discouraging in 
vlow of the definite stand taken by 
student lenders. In urging Michigan 
|to iconperale, I hie Millnl wauled It 
made clear that no slander on Ann 
Arbor students was intended and In 
such a. spirit has tho movement boon 
curried forward hero. Tho fact that 
a considerable minority of our com- 
patriots In tho field of learning foei It 
essential to tholr happiness to lose 
tholr mental balanco entirely during 
football games Is simply a. condition 
which every honest American educa- 
tor must recognize. 

In tho United tales there aro vary- 
ing opinions as to tho Justice and 
practicability of the Eighteenth 
amendment. Recently the University 
was fortunate enough lo hear an In- 
telligent discussion of opposing view- 
points on the question In the Oxford- 
■Mlchlgan debate. (Supporters of the 
amendment enunciated the principle, 
that tho wish of tho majority should 
control the conduct of tho minority. 
On the other hand was emphasized 
tho basic necessity for maintenance 
of individual liberty. Tho Americans 
painted a panacea of docreased r.rlr.io 
and incneasod san-lngs deposits i,n 
banks; the British poked fun at our 
law enforcement, end eulogized In- 
toxicants as tho inspiration for all 
that is greatest m art and literature. 
Neither side was able to prove con- 
clusively tho Justice of their position, 
and the equity of Elghteeth amend- 
ment has little place in the discussion 
of the deplorable situation In our uni- 
versities and colleges. Prohibition has 
assumed a definite place In our life 
and seems to have brought with it a 
feeling of bravado concerning th>> ex- 
cessive indulgcnco in tho forbidden 
beverages. The principal problem for 
ua Is found not in tho fact that stu- 
dents drink, but that they get drunk 
in places whore their conduct is both 
disgusting and slanderous. 

Some people when considering this 
will say that here, as in tho question 
of prohibition, individual liberty Is at 
Issue. The cry wll| be raised that the 
majority has no right to determine th 
conduct of tho n«.inorlty, that Individ 
ual reputation is the only question In- 
volved. Whatever tho case may be 
the justice of this contention whon 
prohibition <ind Imodcrato drinking 
aro concerned, such an argument has 
no foundation in support of drunken- 
ness in public. The good name of tho 
entiro student body is affoctcd. Tho 
public comes to holiovo that each and 
ovory student Is as weak ns tho per- 
son reeling up tho aislo of the stad- 
ium. 

Granted (lint all the nbovo Is t-.-ue. 
however, discussion «and cnmmlsorn- 
lon, will be of little avail If no rom- 
dy is found. Nu amount of more talk- 
ing wl|| chango conditions. The real 
rou bio Is that of thai majority which 
can conduct itsolf properly on public 
occasions, very few have tho courage 
o lake a stand iignlnrtt drunkenness. 
II; a student does not make a practice 
of becoming liiloxlcncod ho Is mors 
linn likely lo i«hsuiii,o an air of easy 
tolornnco, ovon of commendation. The 
houso drunkard is placed on a podes- 
lo| as a. poison nf exceeding exper- 
ience in wnrilly matters, of groat 
sophist icalllon, when lie should hoi 
idiculed as a person of small Judge- 
ment and inferior inlolloctual capac- 
ity. It is time that Hioso who have 
principles in the matlur tu Uo il stand 
ud ni n ko |i known, that tho capacity 
for drunkenness hooomo a matter of 
sorrow Instead nf humor, that the 
blllly lo linhiho In oxcoss lower 
alitor I ha n raise social standing. 
The pnsjtlnn taken by tho Hindou: 
councils of Illinois and Michigan, Iho 
honorary social les and organizations 
of I ho former Inst it ul ion, If ontiroly 
Inccrp, is highly commonihihlo ann 
h nil Id hn cnuso for olallnn auvmg 
Intelligent studonls.
